For  Onion  culture  the  ground  should  be  prepared  the  previous  Autumn  by  plowing  or  spading 
deeply,  incorporating  a  heavy  dressing  of  well-rotted  barn-yard  manure.

To  have  a  fine  lawn  it  is  essential  to  give  particular  attention  to  the  preparation  of  the  soil,  light  and  fine  on  the 
surface,  proper  drainage  and  fertilizing  (the  best  lawn  fertilizer  should  be  used)  rolling,  and  selection  of  seed  that  will 
produce  a  short,  velvety  appearance  during  the  entire  season,  from  Spring  until  late  in  the  Fall. 

As  some  grasses  are  more  luxuriant  in  spring,  others  in  summer,  others  in  autumn,  it  is  necessary  to  exercise  the  great 
est  care  and  caution  in  selecting  a  mixture  that  will  produce  the  above  velvety  appearance. 

From  the  middle  of  March  to  the  middle  of  May  is  the  most  favorable  time  to  sow  lawn  seed. 

It  can  also  be  sown  in  the  Fall,  but  must  be  sown  early  enough  to  give  the  young  grass  a  chance  to  become  well  estab¬ 
lished  before  the  Winter  sets  in. 

The  lawn  should  be  gone  over  with  a  heavy  roller  every  Spring,  as  Winter  frosts  loosen  the  soil,  and  rolling  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  compress  it  again. 

No  lawn  is  beautiful  without  frequent  rolling  and  mowing. 

Lawn  Seed  should  be  sown  when  the  ground  is  moist,  or  before  a  rainfall,  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  to  every  square  rod.
